Bt. Patrick prepared on the approach of Easter to 
celebrate that festival in the neighborhood of Tara 
where ibe Princes and Statesof the whole Kingfom 
were about that time assom)ied. At Slane, the 
piechal fire was lighted at nighifall. 
Monarch, and his assembled Pri.cos, were, at that 
time according to custom, celeb-atirg the pagan festi- 
val of “La, Bealtinne.”
